Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


& 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00.

(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com-

Schedule, and shall in 1975 receive an additional

(2) The Regional Municipality of Sudbury shall

REGULATION 556 OF 
REVISED REGULATIONS OF ONTARIO, 1970 
MADE UNDER 
THE LAW SOCIETY ACT 


1. Sections 17 to 20 of Regulation 556 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1970 are revoked 
and the following substituted therefor: 


17. In this section and in sections 18 to 22, 


(a) “client” includes any person or body of 
persons, corporate or unincorporate, from 
whom or on whose behalf a member in 
connection with his practice receives money 
or other property; 


(b) ‘‘member”’ includes a firm of members; 


(c) ‘“‘money” includes current coin, govern- 
ment or bank notes, cheques, drafts, post 
office orders or express or bank money 
orders. O. Reg. 983/74, s. 1, part. 


18.—(1) Every member who receives money in 
trust for a client, except money hereinafter expressly 
exempted from the application of this section, shall 
forthwith pay the money into an account at a 
chartered bank, provincial savings office or registered 
trust company to be kept in the name of the 
member or in the name of the firm of which he is 
a member or by which he is employed and designated 
as a trust account. 


(2) A member may keep one or more trust 
accounts as he thinks fit. 


(3) Trust money is money received by a member 
that belongs in whole or in part to a client or that 
is to be held on the client’s behalf or to his or 
another’s direction or order, and includes money 
advanced to a member on account of fees for services 
not yet rendered or money advanced on account of 
disbursements not yet made. 


(4) There shall be paid into a trust account only, 


(a) trust money ; 


(b) money that may by inadvertence have been 
drawn from the trust account in contraven- 
tion of this section ; 
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(c) money paid to a member representing in 
part money belonging to a client and in 
part money belonging to the member 
where it is not practicable to split the 
payment, but money belonging to the 
member shall be drawn from the trust 
account without delay. 


(5) Money need not be paid into a trust account, 


(a) that a client in writing requests a member 
to withhold from the trust account or to 
deposit elsewhere ; 


(6) that a member pays into a separate account 
opened or to be opened in the name of a 
client or some person named by that client 
or the duly authorized agent of that client; 
or 


(c) that in the ordinary course of business 
upon its receipt is paid forthwith in the 
form in which it is received to or on 
behalf of the client, 


but the handling of such money shall be shown 
in the books and records of the member. 


(6) Money shall not be paid into a trust account, 


(a) that belongs entirely to the member or to 
others in his firm including an amount 
received as a general retainer for which 
the member is not obligated either to 
account or to render services; 


(6) that is received by the member on account 
of fees for which a billing has been delivered 
or for services already performed for 
which a billing is delivered forthwith 
thereafter or is received to reimburse the 
member for disbursements made or expenses 
incurred on behalf of a client. 


(7) Money on deposit in a trust account to which 
the member becomes entitled shall reasonably 
promptly thereafter be drawn from the trust 
account in accordance with subsection 8. 


(8) Money shall not be drawn from a trust 
account other than, 


(4) money properly required for payment to 
or on behalf of a client; 


(2) money required to reimburse the member 
for money properly expended on behalf 
of a client or for expenses properly 
incurred on behalf of a client ; 


(c) money properly required for or toward 
payment of the member’s fees for which a 
billing or other written notification has 
been delivered; 
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(d) money that is directly transferred into 
another trust account and held on behalf of 
a client; 


(e) money that may by inadvertence have 
been paid into the trust account in 
contravention of this section, 


but in no case shall the money so drawn exceed 
the unexpended balance of the money held in the 
trust account for the client. 


(9) Money drawn from a trust account under 
clause 6 or c of subsection 8 shall be drawn only, 


(a) by a cheque drawn in favour of the member; 
or 


(0) by a transfer to a bank account that is in 
the name of the member and is not a trust 
account. 


(10) A cheque drawn on a trust account shall 
not be, 


(a) made payable either to cash or to bearer; 
or 


(6) signed by a person who is not a member 
except in exceptional circumstances, and 
except when the person is bonded in an 
amount at least equal to the maximum 
balance on deposit during the immediately 
preceding fiscal year of the member in all 
the trust accounts on which signing author- 
ity has been delegated to the person. 


(11) Money other than money permitted by 
subsection 8 shall not be drawn from a trust 
account unless Convocation specifically authorizes 
in writing its withdrawal. 


(12) At all times a member shall maintain 
sufficient balances on deposit in his trust account 
or accounts to meet all his obligations with 
respect to moneys held in trust for clients. 


(13) For the purposes of subsections 8 and 12, 
cash or a certified cheque or cheques negotiable by 
the member or cheques drawn by the member on 
his trust account, in the possession and control of 
the member, shall be deemed to be money held 
in a trust account if such cash or cheques 
received are deposited in the trust account not 
later than the next banking day. O. Reg. 983/74, 
Ss.

19.—(1) Every member shall maintain books, 
records and accounts in connection with his practice 
to record all money and other negotiable property 
received and disbursed, and as a minimum require- 
ment every member shall maintain,

transfer is made; 


a book of original entry showing the date 
of receipt and source of all money received 
other than trust money; 


a book of original entry showing all 
disbursements of money other than trust 
money and showing each cheque or voucher 
number, the date of each disbursement, and 
the name of each recipient ; 


a fees book or chronological file of copies 
of billings showing all fees charged and 
other billings to clients, the dates such 
charges are made, and identifying the 
clients so charged; 


a record showing a comparison made 
monthly of the total of balances held in 
the trust account or accounts and the 
total of all unexpended balances of funds 
held in trust for clients as they appear 
from the books and records together with 
the reasons for any differences between 
the totals and supported by, 


(i) a detailed listing made monthly 
showing the amount of trust money 
held for each client and identifying 
each client for whom trust money is 
held, and, 


a detailed reconciliation made 
monthly of each trust bank account, 
and 


(ii

such detailed listings and reconciliations 
shall be retained as records supporting the 
monthly trust comparisons ; 


a record showing all negotiable or other 
valuable property, other than money, held 
in trust from time to time for all clients ; 
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(7) bank statements or pass books, cashed 
cheques and detailed duplicate deposit 
slips for all trust and general accounts. 


(2) The books, records and accounts required to 
comply with subsection 1,

51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 
(0) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 





(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
_and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon.

54. All applications for Private Bills properly the

and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(0) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid.

| Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner's assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE.

usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
| bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
-pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 


the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
_ property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land.

THE PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 
Toronto, Friday, February 14th, 1975. 
12.20 o’clock a.m. 


The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor of the 
Province entered the Chamber of the Legislative 
Assembly and took her seat upon the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker addressed Her Honour in the follow- 
ing words :— 


“May it please Your Honour: 


The Legislative Assembly of the Province has at 
its present Sittings thereof passed certain Bills to 
which, in the name and on behalf of the said 
Legislative Assembly, I respectfully request Your 
Honour’s Assent.”’ 


The Clerk Assistant then read the titles of the 
Bills that had passed as follows :— 


“The following are the titles of the Bills to which 
Your Honour’s Assent is prayed: 


Bill 55, An Act to prohibit unfair Practices in 
Sales to Consumers. 


Bill 111, An Act to amend The Mining Tax Act, 
1972. 


Bill 118, An Act to amend The Condominium Act. 


Bill 133, An Act to establish the Ontario Land 
Corporation. 


Bill 179, An Act to amend The Crown Employees 
Collective Bargaining Act, 1972. 


Bill 182, An Act to amend The Municipal Act. 


Bill Pr23, An Act respecting Dominion Cartage 
Limited and Downtown Storage Company Limited.” 


To these Acts the Royal Assent was announced 
by the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly in the- 
following words: 


“In Her Majesty’s name, the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor doth assent to these Bills.” 


RT 
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Mr. Speaker then said :— 
“May it please Your Honour: 


We, Her Majesty’s most dutiful and faithful 
subjects, the Legislative Assembly of the Province 
of Ontario, in Session assembled, approach Your 
Honour with sentiments of unfeigned devotion and 
loyalty to Her Majesty’s person and Government, 
and humbly beg to present for Your Honour’s 
acceptance a Bill intituled, ““An Act for granting 
to Her Majesty certain sums of money for the 
Public Service for the fiscal year ending the 31st 
day of March, 1975.”’ 


To this Act the Royal Assent was announced by 
the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly in the following 
words :— 


“The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor doth 
thank Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal Subjects, 
accept their benevolence and assent to this Bill in 
Her Majesty’s name.” 


The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following gracious 
speech :— 


Mr. Speaker and Members of The Legislative Assembly 
of Ontario: 


Before bringing this Fourth Session of the 
Twenty-ninth Parliament of Ontario to an end, it is 
my pleasure to present a review of some of the 
achievements of this Assembly in the past year. 


As Honourable Members are aware, the major 
concern in 1974, for Ontario as elsewhere, was 
continuing inflation. Consumer prices last year 
rose by an average of 10.5 per cent. Yet, Canada 
and Ontario again experienced lower inflation rates 
than those evident in other industrialized countries. 


Ontario’s unemployment rate averaged approxi- 
mately 4.1 per cent, slightly above the 1973 level. 
However, favourable circumstances have prevailed, 
as a result of which the Province was generally 
able to provide employment for persons entering 
the steadily increasing labour force, and about 
152,000 new jobs were created during the year. 


At the same time, to help control the growth 
rate of Provincial expenditures, my Government 
announced its intention of holding the number of 
positions in the Ontario Civil Service throughout 
1975 to the April 1st, 1974 level. This step is taken in 
the belief that the existing approved complement of 
71,705 employees, excluding members of the Ontario 
Provincial Police, will allow sufficient flexibility 
within the operations of Government while ensuring 
that the level of service to the people of Ontario will 
not be adversely affected. 


Several initiatives announced in the Budget 
last spring were directed toward offsetting the 
Impact of rising costs on Ontario’s citizens, and 
especially so for persons on fixed incomes. 
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As initially introduced on July Ist, Ontario’s — 
Guaranteed Annual Income System for the elderly, 
disabled and blind, known as GAINS, established 
a program of monthly payments to eligible persons 
to ensure a minimum annual imcome of $2,600 
for single people and $5,200 for couples. A sub- 
sequent increase in Federal Old Age Security and _ 
Pension Support, in response to higher living | 
costs, was supplemented by the Ontario Government 
which raised the GAINS minimum income to $2,700 
and $5,400 respectively, on October Ist. 


In a further increase effective January Ist, | 
1975, the GAINS guarantees moved to $2,766 for 
single people and $5,532 per couple. This second 
increase brings an additional 2,000 people into the 
program and raises the total payments by the 
Province to $84.5 million in the current fiscal year. 


A new Drug Benefit plan was introduced on 
September Ist, extending further the benefits of the 
Province’s health system to allow over half a million 
residents to receive prescribed drugs without charge. 
All persons who receive the federal Guaranteed 
Income Supplement, or Ontario GAINS or Family 
Benefits support are automatically eligible under 
the plan. 


Universally applied benefits announced in the 
1974 Budget include retail sales tax exemptions — 
covering a wide range of consumer products, and | 
amounting to an estimated reduction in potential 
revenues of $43 million. Further enriched Ontario 
tax credits, including the property tax credit, 
estimated to cost $70 million, were supplemented 
by an additional grant of $124 million to Municipal 
Governments to keep local property tax increases 
toa minimum. 


Monthly workmen’s compensation payments were 
increased to $260 effective July <Ist, and the 
earnings ceiling raised to $12,000 per year. 


A higher general minimum wage rate of $2.25 
an hour came into effect on October Ist, with a 
minimum for construction industry employees of 
$2.50 an hour. A further increase is scheduled for 
May Ist, 1975. 


As part of a resolve to meet the need for housing 
for the growing population in this Province, my 
Government has sought and encouraged greater 
involvement by the private sector in a broad range 
of programs. Announcement, last fall, of the first 
agreements with 11 developers for a potential total 
of 12,400 housing units to 1976 under the Housing 
Action Program, is one illustration of the progress 
being made. Some 30 additional developer agree- 
ments are being negotiated. 


One-third of the 3,000 units scheduled to start in 
several municipalities by the end of 1974 are 
within the income range of the Provincial Home 
Ownership Made Easy Program, as are a further 636 
units which will be started by the end of March. 
By a provision of the Budget last spring, the 
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Province will make unconditional grants to area 
- municipalities to ensure that local taxes will not be 
increased to service new developments of this kind. 


Further, my Government has taken steps to 


| help stem the rapid climb in prices on the housing 


market which has taken place alongside a somewhat 
slower rate of increase in the supply of land. A 
new tax levied on land speculators has been aimed 
directly at discouraging speculation activities and 
a realization of windfall profits by anyone in Ontario, 
while providing specified exemptions with respect to 
personal residences and recreational property, tourist 
establishments, commercial and industrial property, 
_and farm and Crown lands. 


At the same time, a Land Transfer Tax has 
been introduced, designed to discourage non- 
residents from purchasing and holding land, but 
allowing for exemptions in cases where the purchase 
is considered to be of significant economic benefit 
to Ontario. 


Plans to improve essential services for people 
in remote areas of Ontario are progressing. An air 
communications network for Northwestern Ontario 
is scheduled for full service in 1977 with NorOntair 
links between 12 isolated communities and national 
and regional air services at Dryden, Thunder Bay 
and Sault Ste. Marie. My Government’s authorization 
to the Ontario Northland Transportation Commission 
- to implement NorOntair Northwest follows the 
success of a comparable demonstration program in 
Northeastern Ontario over the past three years. 


On May 3lst, 1974, a second subsidiary compact 
to the 10-year General Development Agreement 
with the Government of Canada was signed for 
Northwestern Ontario. Honourable Members will 
recall that a first subsidiary agreement was reached 
in February for serveral development projects in 
the Cornwall area. The Northwestern Ontario 
agreement is for seven specific projects including 
sewage and road construction and town-site in- 
frastructure assistance at a cost of $42 million over 
a three-year period. 


Subsequently, my Government also announced 
plans to increase the Province’s regional priority 
budget for Northwestern Ontario to meet needs 
beyond those served by regular Ministry programs. 
Funds have been increased from $2.4 million in 
1973-74 to $9.3 million for 28 projects in the current 
fiscal year. This assistance, while continuing to 
place emphasis on building a sound economic base 
in various parts of the region, has widened the 
scope of the program to include social and cultural 
initiatives, as well as a new project to train native 
people in policing and probationary services. 


The special program to obtain health practitioners 
for remote or underserviced areas of the province 
placed its 200th physician last summer, and 60 
dentists have so far been recruited. 


In December, a new rotation scheme was launched, 
under a one-year agreement with the Ontario

College of Family Physicians, to serve communities 
that are unable to attract permanent resident 
physicians. More than 80 doctors have indicated 
their willingness to take part in the program in 
rotation periods of a minimum of two weeks each. 
The experience at Armstrong, the first locality to 
receive this novel service, will provide a base for 
evaluation and possible expansion of the program 
to other remote northern communities. 


A unique new course was offered during the 1974 
summer to train native indian people as school 
teachers. Since then, most of the 96 successful 
candidates have been teaching or otherwise assisting 
in the education of native students. The project is 
the result of close co-operation between native 
peoples’ organizations, the Government of Canada 
and the Ontario Ministry of Education. The second 
phase of the training program will be given next 
summer. 


A plan has been developed to promote the use 
of Ontario’s 5,000 elementary and secondary schools 
as focal centres of the communities they serve. The 
Province’s school boards are being offered ad- 
ministrative and financial support for community 
school projects. In addition, my Government has 
strongly endorsed full community use of school 
facilities after regular school hours by groups and 
agencies working in concert with their local boards 
of education. 


Education ceilings announced for 1975 will allow 
a 13 per cent increase in school board expenditures, 
amounting to an additional $350 million over the 
current year. An added new form of assistance 
provides a Provincial allowance of $80 per ele- 
mentary pupil to enrich the programs offered at this 
fundamental stage of the educational experience. 


At the post-secondary level, Provincial support 
to colleges and universities will be increased from 
$659 million in the current year to $768 million for 
the next academic year, an average increase of 16 per 
cent. 


A new advisory council on Franco-Ontarian 
affairs has been established to assist the Government 
in matters affecting French-speaking university and 
college students, including manpower training and 
cultural affairs. 


Cultural and recreational activities play an 
important part in sustaining the well-being of all 
our citizens and the life of the community. Insupport 
of this belief, my Government recently created a new 
Ministry of Culture and Recreation, which will give 
greater recognition to the multi-cultural nature of 
our society. It will be the task of the new Ministry 
to ensure the preservation and enhancement of 
Ontario’s cultural heritage and to stimulate creative 
excellence on the part of individuals, as well as 
for the benefit of the community as a whole. 


A new Consumer Reporting Act proclaimed on 
July 2nd protects consumers in credit and personal 
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information reporting, granting them the right to 
know what is reported and to whom. The law also 
makes provision for correction of false information. 


Complementary legislation in the form of a 
Business Practices Act establishes sanctions against 
a range of undesirable practices that may occur in 
consumer sales. 


Maintaining a secure and adequate supply of 
electrical power is of crucial importance to in- 
dustrial as well as home consumers across Ontario. 
My Government has given approval to several power 
development projects by Ontario Hydro for 1977 to 
1982. They include construction of a new generating 
station at Wesleyville, expansion of the Pickering 
generation station, and construction of two additional 
heavy water plants in the Bruce nuclear power 
project. 


Following an extensive and successful public 
consultation process, the route of a 500 kilovolt 
transmission line from Nanticoke to Pickering has 
been determined, and the Government has given 
approval for its construction at an estimated cost 
of $360 million. 


Significant advances have been made toward 
overcoming the problems posed by growing volumes 
of solid waste and for recovering useful materials 
presently lost in landfill operations. 


Last spring, my Government announced plans to 
proceed in a joint undertaking with the Municipality 
of Metropolitan Toronto in what is known as the 
“Watts from Waste’ project. The goal of this 
experiment, to be carried out at the Lakeview 
generating station, is to use processed solid waste 
as fuel in the production of electrical power. 


In the fall, my Government took the initiative 
in launching a comprehensive province-wide program 
to reclaim and recycle useful resources from solid 
waste, with the ultimate aim of replacing garbage 
disposal with a reclamation system serving 90 per 
cent of the population. Initially, six reclamation 
and recycling plants are to be built at a cost of 
$17 million for the Kingston, Sudbury, London, 
Metropolitan Toronto and Halton-Peel areas. 


Growing world-wide concerns about ensuring 
adequate production and efficient distribution of 
food make it incumbent on governments to encourage 
the preservation and use of arable lands for 
agricultural production. To this end, a new Food 
Land Development Branch has been created in the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food. Among its 
responsibilities, the Branch will help develop pro- 
gtams to maintain and encourage food production, 
in the interim, on Government-owned lands which 
are suitable for the purpose, although intended 
for other uses in the future. 


ata the spring, extensive damage was caused 
in Kitchener, Cambridge, Brantford, Paris and 
neighbouring communities when the Grand River 
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overflowed its banks. The work of the local Disaster 
Relief Committee in the areas affected was carried 
out with tremendous will and spirit. Relief made 
available by the Province offered up to $4 in financial | 
assistance for every $1 of locally raised funds, a_ 
more generous measure than in similar previous 
disasters, as serious losses were experienced by 
property owners unable to secure flood insurance. 


Ontario was host to the 15th annual Premiers’ 
Conference in September, at which Canada’s Pro- | 
vincial leaders reaffirmed a commitment to continued 
interprovincial co-operation in the development of | 
economic policies. The emphasis is on the formulation | 
of effective measures over the shorter term, while 
maintaining a broad perspective of sound long- 
term planning. ! 


Overall, Ontario’s economy experienced a real 
growth of almost four per cent in 1974. While 
lower than the near-record rate of approximately 
seven per cent achieved in 1973, this means that the | 
Province was nevertheless able to maintain the 
momentum of economic growth at a very satis- | 
factory level. 


At the close of what has been, as evidenced in 
this review, an active and productive Session of this 
Assembly, may I, on behalf of the people of Ontario, 
commend its Members on their many accomplish- 
ments. 

And now, I declare the Session prorogued. 

In our Sovereign’s name, I thank you. 

God bless the Queen and Canada.

Basic Rules and Instructions 


Property Tax Credit 

e The Ontario Property Tax Credit may be claimed by all individuals resident in Ontario on 31st December, 1974, except 
(a) persons under age 16 at the end of 1974, and 
(b) persons under age 21 at the end of 1974 who live at home and are claimed as a dependant. 

° The property tax credit must be claimed by the spouse having the higher taxable income. 

° Only the property tax or rent paid in respect of your principal residence may be included in determining occupancy cost. Property 
tax or rent paid in respect of a second residence or cottage may not be included in occupancy cost. 


Sales Tax Credit 

e The Ontario Sales Tax Credit may be claimed by all individuals resident in Ontario on 31st December, 1974, except 
(a) persons under age 16 at the end of 1974, and 
(b) persons claimed as a dependant for income tax purposes by any other person resident in Ontario. 


Pensioner Tax Credit 

The Ontario Pensioner Tex Credit may be claimed by all individuals resident in Ontario on 31st December, 1974, who are age 65 
or over at the end of 1974, except for a married couple both of whom are age 65 or over at the end of that year living in the 
same principal residence; in which case only the spouse with the higher taxable income is entitled to claim this credit. 

Where both spouses are 65 or over and neither spouse has a taxable income, the Pensioner Tax Credit must be claimed by the same 
spouse who is claiming the Property Tax Credit, except when no Property Tax Credit is being claimed; in which case either spouse, 
but not both of them, may claim the Pensioner Tax Credit. 

e Where only one spouse is 65 years of age or over, that spouse may claim the credit.

Principal Residence 

‘Principal residence’ means the housing unit which was ordinarily occupied or inhabited during the taxation year. Principal residence 

includes a temporary residence such as a hotel room which was occupied continuously by the individual for all or part of the year, 

and also includes a mobile housing unit such as a trailer which was used as the principal residence of the individual. 

For persons who move, the principal residence includes all housing units (or addresses in Ontario) occupied or inhabited by the 

person during the taxation year. : 

Annual property taxes or annual rent must be prorated to cover only the period of occupancy as a principal residence. 

Occupancy Cost 

“Occupancy cost’ means 

(a) the total property tax paid in respect of the principal residence for the taxation year, or 

(b) 20% of the total rent (excluding any amount paid for meals or board) paid in respect of the principal residence for the taxation 
year. 

Spouse Having the Higher Taxable Income 


Where husband and wife reside in the same principal residence, the Ontario Property Tax Credit and/or Pensioner Tax Credit must 
be claimed by the spouse having the higher taxable income, regardless of the registered ownership of the principal residence. 


Special Situations 


Post-secondary School Students 


Where the principal residence of an individual who is a full-time post-secondary school student is in a residence (prescribed by 
Regulations) of an Ontario university or college, the occupancy cost in respect of such residence is limited to $25. 


Other Individuals 

Individuals eligible to claim the Ontario Property Tax Credit include: 

(a) life tenants, and 

(b) individuals who died during the year and on whose behalf an income tax return is filed. 
Diplomatic and Foreign Military Personnel 


Diplomatic and foreign government officials and military personnel not required to file a Canadian income tax return are not eligible 
to claim the Ontario Tax Credits.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(0) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House Is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00.

1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “bullion” means a precious metal alloy 
product of processing in the form of bars, 
plates, lumps or other masses and includes, 


(i) “crude bullion” where the specific 
quality is 99.5 per cent or less gold 
and silver by weight, and 


(11) “refined bullion” where the specific 
quality is greater than 99.5 per cent 
gold and silver by weight ;

“proceeds” and ‘“‘gross receipts’ means 
the total consideration that is received 
or is receivable from another person or 
persons, in any currency, whether in cash 
or non-cash form, from the sale or dis- 
position in any manner of any mining or 
processing plant or of the primary or the 
processed mineral product, including all 
of the by-products sold, and all con- 
sideration received or receivable from 
hedging and future sales or forward sales 
on the processed mineral product converted 
at the date of receipt of that consideration 
to its equivalent in Canadian funds, if 
not receivable as such;

(a) except as allowed under subsection 2, 
the cost of transportation of the mineral 
product from the mine to the geographical 
point of transfer of title to the product 
to the customer and of packaging and 
marketing the product to the extent that 
such transportation, packaging or market- 
ing costs have been paid or borne by the 
operator ; 


(b) the cost of processing in Canada the 
output of the mine to the grade, sizing 
and form in which the product was sold 
or for which the market value of the 
product is determined under subsection 2, 
provided that such expenditures have not 
at any time in a previous taxation year 
been allowed as an expense or deduction 
under the Act or this Regulation; 


(c) the office, administrative and general ex- 
penses of the operator attributable to the 
processing in Canada of the ore or mineral 
output; 


(d) the expenses incurred in respect of 
scientific research conducted in Canada and 
related to processing in Ontario of the ore 
or mineral output; 


(ec) an allowance for depreciation in each 
taxation year, on a straight line basis, 
of not less than 5 per cent and not more 
than 15 per cent of the original capital 
cost as constructed of the processing 
assets and assets for transportation of the 
finished product to market from the 
point at which processing is completed 
situate in Canada until the full cost 
thereof has been written off, computed 
at the close of the taxation year; and 


(f) a processing allowance calculated in accord- 
ance with section 5, 


and the difference is the appraised value of the 
output of mineral substances at the pit’s mouth. 


(2) Where the operator or the person liable to 
pay the tax so elects, the product of an iron ore 
mine shall be deemed to have been sold when fed 
into a processing plant, and the gross receipts shall 
be determined on the basis of the lower Great 
Lakes ports price, as established in the trade press, 
less transportation costs from the mine, to the 
extent that such price is representative of actual 
sales of iron product.

in previous years, and where no such balance 
remains to be depreciated, the excess shall be 
applied to reduce deductions otherwise allowable 
under the Act and this section and where any 
such disposal is made at any time after the close 
of processing operations, the tax for the previous 
taxation year shall be reassessed for the purpose of 
depreciation recovery where applicable, when the 
total proceeds from such assets are realized.

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bull, including the 
day of filing.

(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

Members, other than the 
Mayor and the Chairman shall receive annual 
salaries not exceeding $8,000. 


3. That any notice of appeal to the housing 
standards appeal committee, pursuant to The City 
of Toronto Act, 1936, as amended, or the non- 
residential standards appeal committee, pursuant 
to The City of Toronto Act, 1971, as amended, shall 
set forth the grounds of appeal and no other grounds 
may be argued except by leave.

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4. That The City of Toronto Act, 1936, as amended, 
be further amended so that if upon inspection, the 
inspector is satisfied that any dwelling violates the 
standards prescribed in the City’s housing by-law 
in such a manner that it is hazardous to the health 
and safety of any person, the inspector may make 
an order and thereafter the City, through the 
inspector, may take whatever measures the inspector 
deems necessary to correct the violation, without 
notice to any person, and for such purposes, the 
City and anyone acting on its behalf will have the 
right to enter the dwelling and adjoining property 
and neither the City nor anyone acting on its 
behalf shall be liable, except as in the legislation 
provided by reason of anything done by or on 
behalf of the City to correct the hazard or because 
of anything done without notice to such persons. 
The proposed amendment will provide for the 
service of the order immediately after the hazard 
has been corrected and will set out what such order 
must contain. It will be further provided that after 
the order has been served on those persons 
required by the legislation to be served, the 
inspector must apply to the housing standards 
appeal committee and that committee can either 
confirm or refuse to confirm the order. There will 
be a provision in the proposed amendment whereby 
either the City or the owner may appeal a decision 
of that committee to a judge of the County Court, 
and the procedure for such appeal will be set out. 


The proposed legislation will also provide that if 


the Committee confirms such an order and no appeal 
is made to the judge, or if the judge confirms 
such an order, the City will have a lien for the 
amount expended by it or on its behalf, and the 
amount thereof may be collected in the same manner 
as real property taxes but if the committee refuses 
to confirm such an order and no appeal is made to 
the judge, or if the judge refuses to confirm such 
an order, the City shall bear the amount expended 
by it or on its behalf to correct the hazard. 


5. That the City may pass by-laws licensing, 
regulating and governing any class or classes of 
rooming houses or any class or classes of owners 
or operators of rooming houses within the City or 
any defined area or areas thereof, and for designating 
as a rooming house, any class or classes of dwelling 
as defined in the proposed legislation, and further 
for defining in any such by-law “owner” or 
“operator”. The proposed legislation would enable 
the City to pass by-laws providing for the issuing, 
suspension, revocation, renewal and transfer of 
such licences on such terms and conditions as 
council may from time to time prescribe and for 
prohibiting the use of a rooming house in violation 
of any by-law of the City or for any purpose other 
than that for which such licence was issued. It is 
further provided in the proposed legislation that the 
City may pass by-laws prohibiting the granting 
of a licence to an applicant who is not of good 
character and for providing the means of ascertain- 
ing whether the applicant is of good character. 
The proposed legislation further provides for the 
enactment of by-laws authorizing the Licensing 
Commissioner, as defined, to exercise all of the 
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powers of the council with respect to licensing, 
suspension, revocation, renewal or transfer of a 
licence. The council or the Licensing Commissioner 
as the case may be would, if the proposed legis- 
lation is enacted, be able to impose conditions upon 
the applicant or holder of a licence, prior to the 
issuing, suspension, revocation, renewal or transfer 
of a licence. It is also provided that a licence fee 
may be fixed by by-law for any class or classes of 
rooming houses or owners or operators thereof in 
accordance with a scale for each class or the number 
of roomers permitted in a rooming house or for 
the number available for occupancy therein. A 
penalty of not more than $1,000 is proposed for 
breach of any such by-law. 


6. That where pursuant to a by-law passed 
under The City of Toronto Act, 1936, as amended, 
rent has been deposited with the City Treasurer, 
such by-law may empower the City to collect an 
administration fee not to exceed ten per cent thereof.

1. That the City may enter into agreements with 
any person or governmental authority on such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon for 
the making of grants to the owner of any build- 
ing on Yonge Street in the City to pay for the 
whole or any part of a program designed to restore 
or preserve any such building and further that the 
City may participate in such program in any 
manner prescribed by the Council.

an order and thereafter the City, through the 
inspector, may take whatever measures the inspector 
deems necessary to correct the violation, without 
notice to any person, and for such purposes, the 
City and anyone acting on its behalf will have the 
right to enter the dwelling and adjoining property 
and neither the City nor anyone acting on its 
behalf shall be liable, except as in the legislation 
provided by reason of anything done by or on 
behalf of the City to correct the hazard or because 
of anything done without notice to such persons. 
The proposed amendment will provide for the 
service of the order immediately after the hazard 
has been corrected and will set out what such order 
must contain. It will be further provided that after 
the order has been served on those persons 
required by the legislation to be served, the 
inspector must apply to the housing standards 
appeal committee and that committee can either 
confirm or refuse to confirm the order. There will 
be a provision in the proposed amendment whereby 
either the City or the owner may appeal a decision 
of that committee to a judge of the County Court, 
and the procedure for such appeal will be set out. 
The proposed legislation will also provide that if 
the Committee confirms such an order and no appeal 
is made to the judge, or if the judge confirms 
such an order, the City will have a lien for the

1. That the City may enter into agreements with 
any person or governmental authority on such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon for 
the making of grants to the owner of any build- 
ing on Yonge Street in the City to pay for the 
whole or any part of a program designed to restore 
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or preserve any such building and further that the 
City may participate in such program in any 
manner prescribed by the Council. 


2. That membership of the Toronto Electric 
Commissioners shall be increased from three to 
five, one of whom shall be ex officio the Mayor of the 
City, one of whom shall be appointed by Ontario 
Hydro and three of whom shall be appointed by 
the council of the City. Provision is made that 
members of the Toronto Electric Commissioners 
shall hold office for two years and until their 
successors are appointed but any member appointed 
before the legislation comes into effect shall continue 
to hold office until his term expires and his 
successor is appointed. Provision is also made for 
the filing of vacancies. Members, other than the 
Mayor and the Chairman shall receive annual 
salaries not exceeding $8,000. 


3. That any notice of appeal to the housing 
standards appeal committee, pursuant to The City 
of Toronto Act, 1936, as amended, or the non- 
residential standards appeal committee, pursuant 
to The City of Toronto Act, 1971, as amended, shall 
set forth the grounds of appeal and no other grounds 
may be argued except by leave. 


4. That The City of Toronto Act, 1936, as amended, 
be further amended so that if upon inspection, the 
inspector is satisfied that any dwelling violates the 
standards prescribed in the City’s housing by-law 
in such a manner that it is hazardous to the health 
and safety of any person, the inspector may make 
an order and thereafter the City, through the 
inspector, may take whatever measures the inspector 
deems necessary to correct the violation, without 
notice to any person, and for such purposes, the 
City and anyone acting on its behalf will have the 
right to enter the dwelling and adjoining property 
and neither the City nor anyone acting on its 
behalf shall be liable, except as in the legislation 
provided by reason of anything done by or on 
behalf of the City to correct the hazard or because 
of anything done without notice to such persons. 
The proposed amendment will provide for the 
service of the order immediately after the hazard 
has been corrected and will set out what such order 
must contain. It will be further provided that after 
the order has been served on those persons 
required by the legislation to be served, the 
inspector must apply to the housing standards 
appeal committee and that committee can either 
confirm or refuse to confirm the order. There will 
be a provision in the proposed amendment whereby 
either the City or the owner may appeal a decision 
of that committee to a judge of the County Court, 
and the procedure for such appeal will be set out. 
The proposed legislation will also provide that if 
the Committee confirms such an order and no appeal 
is made to the judge, or if the judge confirms 
such an order, the City will have a lien for the 
amount expended by it or on its behalf, and the 
amount thereof may be collected in the same manner 
as real property taxes but if the committee refuses 
to confirm such an order and no appeal is made to 
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the judge, or if the judge refuses to confirm such 
an order, the City shall bear the amount expended 
by it or on its behalf to correct the hazard. 


5. That the City may pass by-laws licensing, 
regulating and governing any class or classes of 
rooming houses or any class or classes of owners 
or operators of rooming houses within the City or 
any defined area or areas thereof, and for designating 
as a rooming house, any class or classes of dwelling 
as defined in the proposed legislation, and further 
for defining in any such by-law ‘“‘owner’’ or 
“operator”. The proposed legislation would enable 
the City to pass by-laws providing for the issuing, 
suspension, revocation, renewal and transfer of 
such licences on such terms and conditions as 
council may from time to time prescribe and for 
prohibiting the use of a rooming house in violation 
of any by-law of the City or for any purpose other 
than that for which such licence was issued. It is 
further provided in the proposed legislation that the 
City may pass by-laws prohibiting the granting 
of a licence to an applicant who is not of good 
character and for providing the means of ascertain- 
ing whether the applicant is of good character. 
The proposed legislation further provides for the 
enactment of by-laws authorizing the Licensing 
Commissioner, as defined, to exercise all of the 
powers of the council with respect to licensing, 
suspension, revocation, renewal or transfer of a 
licence. The council or the Licensing Commissioner 
as the case may be would, if the proposed legis- 
lation is enacted, be able to impose conditions upon 
the applicant or holder of a licence, prior to the 
issuing, suspension, revocation, renewal or transfer 
of a licence. It is also provided that a licence fee 
may be fixed by by-law for any class or classes of 
rooming houses or owners or operators thereof in 
accordance with a scale for each class or the number 
of roomers permitted in a rooming house or for 
the number available for occupancy therein. A 
penalty of not more than $1,000 is proposed for 
breach of any such by-law.

Session of the twenty-ninth Legislature of Ontario 
convened on the fifth day of March, 1974, and 
prorogued on the fourteenth day of February, 1975, 
intituled ‘“‘The Business Practices Act, 1974’ being 
Chapter 131 of the Statutes of Ontario, 1974, it is

PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bills 





- 51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 
(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 
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1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk
